“One cannot speak to the whole 
United States without having his 
words closely examined,” Chief 
Justice Taft wrote Helen. “You are 
quite right that the words of the 
oath mentioned in the Constitution 
are ‘preserve, protect and defend,’ 
but my memory is not always ac- 
curate, and one sometimes be- 
comes a little uncertain, so that the 
variation from ‘protect’ to ‘main- 
tain’ was a departure from the 
text, but not from the meaning. 

“It certainly did not prevent the 
validity of the oath. When I was 
sworn in as President by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, he made a similar slip, 
but in those days there was no 
radio. It was observed only in 
ithe Senate chamber where I took 
the oath. This shows how much 
more carefully one who is e¢xercis- 
ing; a public duty must now con- 
duct himself.

cerned. Agua Prieta had been in 
the possession of revolutionary 
troops for several days. 

Dev elopments in Nogales, Sonor:, 
headquarters of the revolution in 
the North, indicated that negotia- 
ions may have been started by 
tions x and revolutionary military 
leaders for a bloodless end to the 
uprising there. At the same time 
preparations for troop movements 
forecast possible fighting near the 
border. 

Opposing Generals Confer. 

Gen. Francisco R. Manzo, second 
in command of the revolutionary 
troops, and Gen. Abelardo Rodri- 
guez, head of the Federal forces in 
the Northwest, held a secret meet- 
ing here yesterday. 

The meeting started reports that 
a peaceable end to the uprising in 
the North may have been sought, 
but Rodriguez's departure for Naco, 
Sonora, to communicate with Gen. 
Augustino Olachea, who pretended 
to be a rebel then captured Naco 
for the Federals; was held as evi- 
dence no truce was to be expected 
for the present. 

A Douglas, Ariz., dispatch re- 
ported today that it had been in- 
form... that Olachea had an- 
nounced he would receive rein- 
forcements from the Rodriguez 
forces along the border through 
American territory. It was stated 
that th: reinforcements would en- 
ter the United States at Calexico, 
Cal.. from Baja California and 
would move into Arizona, to re- 
enter Mexico and continue to 
Naco. 

Reports that the rebe] units at 
Agua Prieta, said to consist of 
several hundred Indians, would re- 
turn to the Federals were circulat- 
ed in Douglas this mornin, after 
it had beer learned that Gen. Rod- 
riguez had conferred there with 
Emiliano Tamez, Mexican Consul 
at Douglas, and R. Y. Pesqueira, 
a special envoy of President Portes 
Gil. 

Civil Officers Fear Rebel Leader. 

Upon reaching American soil at 
Douglas, President Loreto and his 
followers sent an emissary back to 
Agua Prieta to confer with Gen. 
Ramon Yucupicio, the rebel com- 
mander there. Loreto said he 
sought “further assurances’’ from 
Yucupicio before venturing to re- 
turn to Agua Prieta. 

Gen. Yucupicio in a telephone 
conversaticn admitted he had brok- 
en with the civil ‘government of 
Agua Prieta but denied that he 
had severed all connection with 
the rebel cause. He said he was 
awaiting orders from Gen, Manzo 
at Nogales.

—Former United States Sena@or 
James A. Reed returned to private 
life in Missouri after serving 18 
years in the Senate, this afternoon 
addressed the Missourj Legislature 
on special invitatjon of both 
houses. His speech expressed the 
view that prohibition had been 
proved a failure and that peace in 
the world could not be made certain 
by agreements between nations. 

There was less of vitriolic lan- 
guage prabably than ever was 
heard jn any speech delivered by 
Reed in Missouri in many years. 
He referred to the league of Na- 
tions fight, and briefly to the 
World Court fight. He did not dis- 
cuss the merits of prohibition, but 
rhe recited in detail the expecta- 
tions of its advocates before its 
adoption, and asserted it had been 
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a failure in all. 

Perhaps the day will come,” 
he said, “when we shall Jearn the 
age-old lesson, that man canngt ve 
made yirtuous by statute: that d 
cency, nobility, self-sacrifice and 
charity are qualities s3pringi 
from the human heart, and that 
their precepts must be written by) 
the finger of God, by the teachings 
of religion, by the aimonitions of | 
parents.”

“In our anxiety for relief 
readily accept any remedy, al- 
though proposed by ignorance, in- 
spired by selfishness, or dictated 
by malice. ‘We do not inquire and 
invest§gate to determin whether 
the remedy will produce a cure 
Our entire thought is concentrated 
upon the wrongs, real or imagin- 
ary by which we are confronted. 
We assume that the medicine of- 
fered is potent only for good,

Bootleggers Said to Be Arm- 


ing to Resist Arrest 
Rather Than Incur Dras- 
tic Penalties. 


SOME RAISE PRICES 
WHILE OTHERS QUIT 


Occupation of Agents Be- 


comes More Hazardous 
With Liquor Runners Pre- 


paring to Fight.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The 
enactment of the Jones law has 
caused no rejoicing among the rank 
and file of those who have the 
duty of enforcing prohibition. On 
the contrary, an increase in the 
number of violent deaths among 
‘enforcement officers and police dry 
squads is feared by those who are 
most deeply concerned. 

Increasing the maximum penalty 
to five years’ imprisonment and 
$10,000 fine drove many of the 
more timid bootleggers out of busi- 
ness and produced an immediate 
increase of 50 to 100 per cent in 
the price of bootleg liquor. The 
result was first, to increase the 
profits from bootlegging, and, sec- 
ond, to leave the trade in the 
hands of its most daring and des- 
perate members. 

Police authorities are thorough- 
ly familiar with the fact that a 
man who will risk five years in 
prison will hardly hesitate to shoot 
his way out if he thinks he can. 
Accordingly the ranks of enforce- 
ment agents already are buzzing 
with stories of bootleggers who 
have added machine guns and 
smoke screen apparatus to their 
equipment. 


Bootieggers Now Go Armed. 

The experience of enforcement 
officers in the past disclosed that 
ordinary bootigggers, supplying the 
retail trade, seldom went armed, 
preferring, if caught, not to com- 
plicate their offense with the ad- 
ditional one of carrying weapons. 
Undercover agents now report that 
those who purpose to stay in the 
business are generally arming 
themselves. and some are quoted 
as saying they “would rather take 
a chance on burning—(going to 
the electric chair)—than to do 
five years.” 

The prospect of an increase in 
armed resistance is causing espe- 

cial anxiety in Washington. Since 
announcement was made that the 
capital city would be cleaned up 
firat, to set an example to the 
rest of the country. Heretofore. 
while there have been few or no 
open bars here, such as are nu- 
merous in New York, Chicago, St. 
Leuis, Detroit and Philadelphia, 
the liquor supply nevertheless has 
been abundant-and comparatively 
cheap. 

It is noticeable and significant 
that public statements welcoming 
the Jones law as an aid to prohi- 
bition enforcement have been con- 
fined to high officials with office 
jobs. No such utterances are 
heard from the privates—the men 
who must patrol the roads. make 
the raids and face the physical 
@angers. Such of these as can 
be induced to talk privately are 
unanimous in declaring that the 
law has made their occupations 
still more hazardous. 

a Center of Trade. 

That there has been an enormous 
amount of liquor running on the 
roads leading into Washington. is 
@ matter of common knowledge. 
The capital is easy accessible from 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, recog- 
nized as among the largest sources 
of bootlegt supplies in the East. 
Moreover, the primitive region of 
Southern Maryland, adiacent to 
Washington, supplies the green 
Maryland rye which Washington- 
jans purchase by the keg and age 
in their cellars. 

Patrolling these roads has been 
rather perfunctory in the past. If 
the Hoover administration proceeds 
te carry out its plans to dry up the 
capital, one of its first acts un- 
doubtedly will be to increase the 
number and activity of the patrols. 
Police and enforcement officers 
expect that such activity, under the 
Jones act. is certain to produce 
added violence. 

Enforcement officers in the East 
have had some experience with 
whisky runners employing smoke 
screens, By the use of an apparatus 
attached to their automobiles, the 
runners leave clouds of dense black 
emoke in their wake. Not only 
does this add to the difficulties of 
Pursuit, but it increases the dang-

WASHINGTON, March 14.— 
President Hoover gave further 
consideration today to the general 
law enforcement inquiry to be 
made by his national commission, 
conferring with Robert M. 
Hutchins. dean of the Yale Law 
School, and Prof. Charles E. Clark 
of the same school. 

At the same time official infor- 
mation was received that he had 
made no selections for the com- 
mission and had not. even ap- 
proached any of those whose 
names have been submitted for 
consideration. 

Dean Hutchins and Prof. Clark 
called at the White House at the 
suggestion of Senator Bingham 
(Rep.) of Connecticut. After a 
conference lasting about 15 min- 
utes. the President requested them 
to call at the Department of Jus- 
tice to meet Attorney-General 
Mitchell. 

The Yale law school recently 
made an exhaustive study of law 
violations in the country and it waS¢ 
understood that the Yale men pre- 
sented some of this information, 
elaborating upon it at their con- 
ferdice with the Attorney-General. 

Nine Likely to Be Chosen. 

Present expectations are that the 
law enforcement commission will 
be composed of nine nationally 
known men, selected after recom- 
mendations have been considered 
from the American Bar Associa- 
tion, leading jurists and other 
sources.

30 REBELS SLAIN 
IN ENGAGEMENT

MEXICO CITY, March 14.—An 
engagement in which 30 rebels 
were killed and 80 captured at 
Encantada in the State of Coahuila 
was reported in a Government bul- 
letin this afternoon which added 
that three Federal columns were 
converging for a general ffen- 
sive on Torreon. 

The clash was between a Fed- 
eral column under command of 
Gen. Cedillo which has been ad- 


vancing beyond Saltillo, keeping | 


pace with columns led by Generals 
Almazan and Cardenas. The col- 
umns are converging on Viezca, 30 
miles east of the rebel stronghold 
at Torreon. Among the $90 cap- 
tured at Encantada were several 
officers. 

Torreon is in the center of a 
hilly region affording fine natural 
fortifications and if properly de- 
fended, might resist a strong as- 
sault for sometime. , 

Forces of Gen. Calles engaged 
in subjugation of Durango fought 
with a small rebel force about half 
way between Canitas and Durango 
City yesterday and killed 14 rebels 
and wounded about 49 others. 
Seven were taken prisoner and ex- 
ecuted. 

Aviators scouting the advance 
from Saltillo to Torreon reported 
the fleeing rebels had abandoned 
their trains for lack of fuel, in 
one case turning Over coaches and 
locomoffve to block the track. The 
rebels’ rear guard was west of 
Rarras. . 

It was said that Federal troops 
had captured nine locomotives and 
60- cars of supplies and ammuni- 
tions from the rebels fleeing from 
Saltillo to Torreon. This was pre- 
sumed to be part of the rebel loot 
at Monterrey and Saltillo.

JUAREZ, Mexico, March 14. — 
Advices received at rebel military 
headquarters here stated that 700 
Federal troops were captured and 
many killed and wounded by Revo- 
lutionists in a battle near Saltillo 
late yesterday.

Capture of 4000 Rebels Reported.

HIPOLITO, State of Coahuila, 
Mexico, March 14.—The capture of 
4000 rebel soldiers on four troop 
trains yesterday by Gen, Saturnino 
Cedilla was reported here by Gen. 
Juan Andreu Almazan, leading an 
army against the rebel stronghold 
at Torreon. 

Reports to Gen. Almazan said 
that Gen. Cedilla’s troops had 
caught up with the retreating reb- 
els and were harrassing the van- 
guard of the. army in  Torreoa, 
commanded by Gen. Jose Gonzalo 
Escobar. 


Calles Apparently Will Attack Dnu- 
| rango Before Striking at Torreon.

CANITAS, State of Zacatecas, 
Mexico (with Gen. Calles’ Army), 
March 14.—Little more than a rail- 
road station, Canitas would be of 
practically no importance were it 
not for the fact that the line from 
| Mexico City branches here, one 
|arm stretching out to Durango City 
‘and the other to Torreon, both in 
rebel hands. 

This circumstance has made a4 
few straggling huts surrounding a 
fork in a railroad a point of enor- 
mous strategic value, as has been 
proved in past Mexican wars. What 
in ordinary times is a sleepy ham- 
let has today been converted into 
a center of great hustle and bustle, 
with tracks cluttered with troop 
trains carrying contingents of the 
Calles’ army to the Generalissimo’s 
new headquarters at Rio Grande, 
northeast of Canitas and about 
one-third of the distance to Du- 
rango City. 

Gen. Calles’ move in shifting his 
headquarters to Rio Grade rather 
than advancing them along the di- 
rect line from Canitas to Torreon 
seems to indicate that he intends 
first to capture Durango City, then 
follow the railroad which connects 
it with Torreon. By thus clearing 
out any rebels who may still be 
|lingering at Durango, Calles will 
j}have eliminated the danger of a 
flank mavement by the enemy cut- 
ting him off in the rear as he ad- 
vances against Torreon. 

The fate of Durango is taken for 
granted and there are even un- 
confirmed reports that the Federal 
‘advance guard has already occu- 
| pied it. 
| Whether the rebels will make a 
|stand at Torreon is still a matter 
of doubt. The length of time it will 
take Calles to reach Torreon de- 
pends upon the condition of rail- 
road tracks and how long his work- 
ing crews will need to repair dam- 
age done by the enemy wreckers.

GETS 30 YEARS FOR 
AILLING HUSBAND 


Mrs. Murrell Sorenson Con- 
victed of Second Degree 
Murder—Jury Out Only 


an Hour. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

UNION, Mo., March 14.—After 
an hour’s deliberation, the jury 
in the trial of Mrs. Murrell Soren- 
son for the killing of her husband, 
returned a verdict of 
guilty of second degree murder and 
fixed the penalty at 30 years in 
the State penitentiary. She was 
convicted just three months after 
she had shot Alfred Sorensor, on 
the night of Dec. 13 in the little 
2-room shack on their farm, five 
miles south of St. Clair. 

The defense continued its testi- 
mony yesterday shortly by putting 
the defendant on the stand for re- 
direct examination. 

Another defense witness was 
Mrs. Lazona Willis of Cincinnati, 
O., a sister of Mrs. Sorenson. The 
concluding witness for the defense 
was Moses Fessert, a bachelor 
neighbor of the Sorensons.. Fessert 
had been accused jointly with Mrs. 
Sorenson, but the State dismissed 
the charges against him. 

Fessert testified that Mrs. So- 
renson had told him that she was 
going to kill her husband; also 
that Sorenson had said he was go- 
ing to kill his wife. He testified 
that they quarreled a great deal; 
that Mr. and Mrs. Sorenson had 
both come to his house frequently 
and that he had often visited them. 

In its rebuttal testimony, the 
State brought Dr. W. H. Duck- 
werk back on the stand. He said 
that Mrs. Sorenson had told him 
that her hernia which she had tes- 
tified the day previous she received 
from a kick from Sorenson, was 
caused by a street car accident in 
St. Louis. Witnesses also were 
called to prove that Sorenson was 
a peaceable and law abiding citi- 
zen. 

James Booth and W. L. Cole, de- 
fense attorneys, argued for an ac- 
quittal on the greund of self de- 
fense and dwelt on the evidence 
that Sorenson was a drug addict. 
They attempted to discredit the 
testimony of Olaf, 12-year-old son 
of Mrs. Sorenson, who testified that 
his mother asked him to. shoot 
Sorenson y.hile he was sitting in 
the yard.

JUDGE CALHOUN 
PROTESTS AGAINST 
PARULE FOR ROSS 


Declares Ex-Bank Examin- 
er Who Stole $170,000 
From Depository Delib- 
erately Planned Crime. 


A letter, protesting against a 
parole for Donald W. Ross, 
former State Bank Examiner, now 
serving a i0-year term for embez- 
zliement, was addressed to the State 
Penal Board at Jefferson City to- 
day by Circuit Judge Calhoun, in 
whose court Ross was convicted 
and sentenced on two counts in 
December, 1923, 

Ross received five years on each 
count, the charges arising out of 
his embezzlement.of $170,000. of 
the funds of the defunct Night & 
Day Bank, whose accounts he had 
been sent to audit. He has served 
three years and two months in 
prison, which, under the merit sys- 
tem, is equivalent to one of the 
5-year sentences he received. 

Recently he applied for a parole 
and a hearing was set for April 9. 

Calling attention to the fact that 
Ross’ sentences were to run con- 
secutively, Judge Calhoun says: 

“There were no extenuating cir- 
cumstances of any kind that could 
minimize the seriousness of Ross’ 
offenses. The crime committed by 
him was most deliberately planned 
and executed. Ross was a State 
officer and it was his sworn duty 
under the law to preserve and 
protect the funds—which he em- 
bezzled—for the benefit of credit- 
ors, depositors and stockholders. 

“I feel that it would be a trav- 
esty upon justice and a complete 
breakdown of law = enforcement 
should your board seriously enter- 
tain a parole for Ross.”

‘Marty’ Hyland Took Up 
Dog og Racing a as a a Hobby 


Former Huckster, Who 
Died a Millionaire, Be- 
came Wealthy and Chief 
Figure of Sport in This 
Country. 


““*Marty’ Hyland never forgot a 
friend,’ associates were recalling 
today of Martin J. Hyland, the 
huckster who became a prosper- 
ous merchant-and rode a sporting 
hobby to great wealth and national 
dominance in his field before his 
death yesteiday at 48. 

Two of the friends he remem- 
bered were Bart Dyer and William 
Moon ,assistants in his commission 
business, 1201 North Third street. 
When dog racing kept him so busy 
that he decided to retire from Com- 
mission Row, in 1927, he turned the 
business over to them. He had 
just refused $20,000 for it. 

Hyland, president of the Mad- 
isan Kennel Club and chief figure 
of greyhound racing in this coun- 
try, died et St. Mary’s Hospital of 
pneumonia following an operation 
for gall stones and appendicitis. 
That he “never forgot a friend” 
was One thing responsible for his 
success, in the judgment of his as- 
sociates, That and his energy. His 
fortune is estimated at more than 
$1,000,000. 

“He was a quiet fellow,” said 
one of them. “Little to say when 
you met him. But at work he was 
nervous and animated, full of 
energy. At the dog track he 
would be one minute in his. of- 
fice, the next in the tower with 
the electrical devices controlling 
the mechanical rabbit, and the 
next out on the parking ground— 
all over the place. 

Didn't Forget Huckster Friends. 


“Anybody could come into his 
office at the kennel club to see 
him. Often it would be a huck- 
ster, shabby and scarcely speaking 
English, but Hyland would get up 
as cordially as if it were the Prince 
of Wales, shake hands, give the 
caller a few passes and talk over 
old times.” 

Greyhounds which he imported 
from England several years ago, 
past their racing days, were pen- 
sioned on an Illinols farm for a 
comfortable old age. Dog owners 
“out of luck” found him ready to 
stake them’ to the price of ham- 
burger for their dogs or, if need 
be, to a ticket home. On the death 
of his associate, Owen P. Smith of 
California, it was found that Smith. 
Hyland and a third partner, George 
Sawyer of St. Louis and Florida, 
trusted one another so implicitiv 
that they never had put 
agreement on paper. 

As a huckster in his early days 
Hyland made enough to set him- 
self up as a commission merchant, 
and, when he retired from that line 
after 20 years, had made a for- 
tune. With wealth to support a 
hobby. he had beocme interested 
in “coursing” and sent to England 


for two greyhounds to enter in the 


their.

national coursing event at Neva- 
da, Mo. 

Began Racing Dogs in 1921. 

The dogs showed well on the 500- 
yard course after a trained jack- 
rabbit, which gets an 80-yard lead 
toward an escape, in the old En- 
glish sport, and one of them, Dan- 
sant, won a cup in the Nevada 
event. Hyland, like a thorough- 
gOing enthusiast, decided to try 
them on the quarter-mile track 
opened in 1921 on Bond street, 
East St. Louis, and there he met 
Smith, the inventor of the mechan- 
ical rabbit. 


Smith left the Bond street track 
and opened a new one at Miami, 
Fla. Two years later Hyland, who 
was interested in Florida real es- 
tate, joined hi mthere. They insti- 
tuted night racing in 1925 and 
from that time prospered mightily, 
The same year they built a track 
at Erlanger, Ky,. and Hyland at 
his death held interest in seven 
“kennel clubs,” all the way from 
New Orleans to Butte, Mont. 


Funeral Tomorrow. 


One of the friends he never for- 
got was Smith, for at Hyland’s in- 
stance Smith’s widow was appoint- 
ed “high commissioner” of the In- 
ternational Greyhound Racing As- 
sociation, a position similar to that 
of the high commissioner of base- 
ball. Smith’s patent was attacked 
after his death, but was upheld in 
court and royalties for its use are 
paid Mrs. Smith. Hyland was vice 
president of the association. 


In recent years Hyland had 
taken up a new hobby. He owned 
seven show und saddle horses, and 
was a regular early morning rider, 
with Mrs. Hyland, on Forest Park 
bridle paths,

DEAL FOR BONDS 
PROVED BOGUS 


How International Life Ac- 

- quired Counterfeits of 
$241,000 Face Value 
Listed in Its Assets. 
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Roy C. Toombs, now under in 
dictment on charges growing out 
of his unauthorized removal of 
$3,500,000 of the assets on the In- 
ternational Life Insurance Co., of 
which he was president before its 
collapse last summer, handled a!! 
details of the transaction through 


which his brokerage house in Chi- 
cago sold to the insurance com- 
pany counterfeit sewer bonds of 
Lansing, Ill, of a face value of 
$241,300. 

The fact that counterfeit sewer 
bonds had been discovered in the 
assets of the International Life In- 
surance Co., was published ex- 
clusively in the Home Edition of 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. Addi- 
tional details of the transactions 
were obtained today by & Post- 
Dispatch reporter. It was learned 
also that postoffice inspectors are 
investigating the possibility of hav- 
ing Toombs indicted for using the 
mails to defraud as a result of his 
connection with the case. 

A letter which Toombs wrote 
from Chicago to an officer of the 
insurance company, telling him 
that he had personally accepted 
delivery of part of the bonds, later 
learned to be counterfeit, and was 
sending them to St. Louis for de- 
posit, will be the basis of any prose- 
cution which may be undertaken 
on that score.

both ends of the transaction, Steele 
says he agreed to act as middleman 
and checks of the insurance com- 
pany in payment for the bonds 


were made pavable to Steele. 


Worked Through Broker. 

Part of the sale was completed 
on Jtine 22 last year, the insurance 
company delivering to Steele its) 
check for $154,399.50, representing 
the par value of the bonds plus ac- 
crued interest. On the same day 
Steele cave Toombs his check for 
$154,212, the difference between 
the amount being the usual bro- 
ker’s commission. 

Another lot of the bonds was de- 
lwered Jyly 11, the insurance com- 
pany paying Steele $94,206.24. On 
the same day Steele gave Toombs a 
check fcr an identical amount. 

Among the bonds which Dunne- 
gan had placed in Toombs’ hands 
there were $52,000 of a_ series 
which matured in 1930. The Inter- 
national Co. acquired from Toombs 
im counterfeit bonds $120,900 
worth of that series. Dunnegan 
gave Toombs %$74.000 worth of 
bonds which matured in 1933. 
Toombs sold the International Co., 
$120,400 worth of counterfeit bonds 
of that series. The books of 
Teombs & Daily, now in the hands 
of a receiver in Chicago show they 
received Lansing sewer bonds from 
no one but Dunnegan. 

Discovery that the bonds éeliv- 
ered to the International Co. were 
counterfeit was made after interest 
coupons were presented for collec- 
tion the first of this year. 

The worthless bonds, are now in

For the first time in the history 
ef automobile fatality prosecutions 
in St. Louis, a jury yesterday re- 
turned a verdict of four years in 
the penitentiary against a man 
charged with manslaughter by au- 


tomobile. 
ever imposed previousiy was two 
years In the penitentiary, and the 
customary punishment, when con- 
viection results in such a case, has 
been a fine or a short jail term. 

The case yesterday, in Circuit 
Judge Hartmann’s court, was that 
of Albert Jablonski, 27 years old, a 
painter, of $900 Philbrook avenue, 
Pine Lawn, whose companion, John 
Rynkowski, 31, was killed Dec. 23, 
last, when Jablonski'’s automobile 
upset after a collision. 

Victim Crushed in Wreckage. 

Jablonski was driving west in 
Washington boulevard, when at 
Theresa avenue his automobile col- 
lided with a northbound machine, 
skidded to the south side of the 
street and stopped bottom up at the 
curb 100 feet west of the intersec- 
tion. Rynkowsk! was crushed in the 
wreckage, but Jablonski escaped 
unhurt. 

Henry P. Thomas, 52, a clerk, 
3539 Giles avenue, whose automo- 
bile was hit, testified he had made 
the boulevard stop and was pro- 
ceeding in second speed when Ja- 
blenski’s car appeared, passing oth- 
er cars, at a speed between 40 and 
45 miles an hour.

“The Holy See did not insist, 
limiting itself to asking sovereign- 
ty of the Vatican as it is consti- 
tuted at present.” 

Italy, the Premier said, was 
guided during these negotiations 
by -the principle of not admitting 
cessions of even a minimum zone 
of Italian territory except that al- 
ready possessed by the Holy See. 
The Holy See accepted this idea. 
The Pope being “justly convinced 
that independence or splendor of 
the papacy was not “necessarily 
bound to a larger or smaller ex- 
tension of territory, the Fascist 
Government created a new atmos- 
phere whereby the Roman ques- 
tion was possible of solution 
through “reciprocal acknowledg- 
ment of a de jure situation which’ 
had already become the immuta- 
ble de facto situation.” 


Independence of Papacy. 

The Lateran treaty shows, ac- 
cording to the Premier, “the ex- 
plicit and perfect independence of 
the Holy See.” 

Considering the mature of the 
sovereignty of the Holy See and, 
above all, the pastoral mission of 
the supreme pontiff, a special 
measure had to be adopted re- 
garding citizenship of the inmates 
of the Vatican, right of extradi- 
tion, administration, penal laws 
and other minor peculiarities “of 
this city which can be called the 
city of souls more than a city of 
things and men.”’ 

There never was any question 
of intervention of foreign powers, 
he said, adding that it was super- 
fluous to point out that the article 
of the treaty whereby the Vatican 
is recognized as neutral makes it 
inviolable and extraneous to tem- 
poral competitions among states. 


“The Vatrean is defended not 
only by its smaljness, as it is no 
proof of valor to attack a small 
state while it will always be a merit 


[to defend it, but also by the fact 


that the Italian State surrounding 
the Vatican solemnly proclaims it- 
self a Catholic state in Article One 
of the treaty. 

“The political, religious, moral, 
and beneficial] consequentes of the 
agneement are obvious while its 
solition by the Fascist regime 
shows its efficiency and lidity.*’ 

Premier Mussolini the re- 
marked that while the political 
treaty regulates the relations be- 
tween Ztaly and the Holy See, the 
concordat regulates the relation 
between the Italian State and the 
Italian Church. 

“The first of the two acts was 
necessary,” Mussolini said, “to re- 
solve the unhappy misunderstand- 
arising during the formation of 
Italian unity fhrough the complex- 
ity of circumstences derived per- 
haps more from the fatality of his- 
toric events than from ill-will of 
men. That misunderstanding has 
disturbed for more than, 70 years 
the conscience of Italians. 

“This misunderstanding was con- 
cerned particularly with the terri- 
torial extent of the Holy See, and 
to guarantee the independence nec- 
essary to the Supreme Pontiff for 
the exercise of his spiritual mis- 
sion to the world demanded an

ment to be the smallest in 20 years. 

Persons working on farms on Jan. | 
1, 1929, were estimated at 27,511,-/| 
000 as compared with a peak of | 
32,000,000 in 1909. | 

The estimate showed a decrease | 


in farm population during the last | 


year despite what it said was an 
improvement in agricultural condi- 
tions and a slight slackening in in- 
dustrial employment. 

The decrease last year would 
have been much greater were it 
not offset by an excess of births 
over deaths. The figures disclosed 
that 1,960,000 persons left farms 
during the year and only 1,362,000 
moved from cities to farms. 

The movement away from the 
soil was shown to have slowed up 
somewhat.during the year as com- 
pared with preceding years, but 
the movement from cities to farms 
was also smaller. 

The net loss of farm population 
last year was only 188,000 persons, 
compared with 193,000 in 1927 
and with 649,000 in 1926.. This 
was attributed to the birthrate of 
23 births per 1000 persons with an 
accompanying rate of eight deaths. 
per 1000 on the farms.

the Samoans 


Life in American Samoa, which has just been formally annexed by the United States, 
is gay and simple; natives are taxed according to height and justice is administered 
in happy-go-lucky fashion; to be sent to jail is “peasoupo;” the naval Govern- 
ment is tolerant and kindly and, so far as possible, has not interfered with the 


customs of the islands.

en is governed by the navy under a 
series of regulations and orders for the 
Government of American Samoa, enacted 
by a long series of Governors. This code is 
remarkable in manv ways—for its modera- 
tion, its respect for Samoan custom, its gen- 
erally pragmatic and tolerant character. 
Only two Samoan customs were expressly 
forbidden in the code as it stood when I was 
in Samoa: the public defloration of virgin 
brides and the custom of killing pigs and 
destroying crops on the way to a funeral 
Probably such a record of non-interference 
can hardly be equaled anywhere else where 
one people governs an alien and more prim- 
itive people: certainly not anywhere where 
the United States exercises control. 

The problem of taxation is solved by the 
cheerful expedient of taxing every Man over 
five feet one inch, as birth records are only 
beginning to be kept and an adult Samoan 
will give his age with perfect insousiance 
as 25 or 60 upon different occasions. 

= * - 

Justice is administered by a civilian Judge 
appointed Dy the navy for a period of two 
years, and by a series of native Magistrates 
selected from among the more venerable 
chiefs in the native communities, Fines 
have been found to be the most effective 
form of punishment. The Samoans were 
familiar with them before “the coming of 
the light” (a euphemism in Oceania for the 
coming of the white man). Every Samoan 
prefers to compound an offense if possibile; 
even adultery is settled by the co-respond- 
ent, male or female, making atonement in 
fine mats to the injured spouse. Jailing, 
which lacks the power to confer social] deg- 
radation in Samoa, is found to be less effec- 
tive. Old residents still tell the story of 
the time when a village asked permission to 
<o upon a malega, a visit to another village. 
It had been found necessary to institute 
somre sort of traffic regulation in these 
wholesale village exoduses since the intro- 
duction of cricket has made them so popu- 
lar that often the gardens are badly negliect- 
ed. The Judge therefore refused permis- 
sion to the whole village to go and live upon 
the other village for a week, and then found 
to his great chagrin that the chiefs had 
made the visit first and asked for \permis- 
sion afterward. They were ordered to jail 
and came into the naval station singing 
gaily. happy at the thought of living upon 
the Government for a month. The Govern- 
ment has wisely profited by such occur- 
rences, and changed its tactics. 

The procedure of the courts is special] and 
often irregular. It varies between the most 
inappropriate recitation ef precedents from 
California law, if there is no Samoan law 
to cover the case. to the most humane and 
amiable understanding of native confusion. 
Cases involving natives often require a no- 

le disregard of ordinary legal procedure. 
It is necessary. for instance, to “forgive” 
a woman for bigamy when it is found that 
after her first husband, a native ef British 
Samoa, Wrote her not te return, for he 
had a new wife, she married a Tutuila man 
innocent of any krowledge that she was 
breaking a law. A court with authority 
to “forgive” bigarmy hardiy follows the best 
precedents ef Ancio-Saxon iaw. 

The naval government bas alse shown 


commendable restraint in dealing with the 
native doctors. Samoan aboriginal medical 
practice is a mass of useless and erroneous 
formulae for the use of leaves and roots. 
When it isn’t useless, it is often highly in- 
jurious. Native doctors habitually use one 
cathartic herb which is likely death, often 
in cembination with another which is sure 
death. They treat the conjunctivitis which 
is so prevalent in Samoa by rubbing the in- 
flamed eyes with a paste of bark and leaves 
which results in the formation of scar tissue 
and eventual blindness. There is a strong 
temptation to a Government with absolute 
power to interfere with practices whose in- 
jurious effects are visible on every hand. 
But high-handed methods would antagonize 
every. Samoan family, for under every roof 
lives an old woman with at least one or two 
medicinal secrets. So the Government has 
contented itself with commanding treat- 
ment for yaws, and every third Friday in 
the month all the natives with that disease 
are lined up and injected with 606. With 
this sole exception, the Government has 
used peaceful] tactics. ‘It has established a 
large central hospital and four outlying dis- 
pensaries, provided for medical inspection, 
trained native nurses, given out free medi- 
cal supplies to school teachers and village 
officials and native pastors, and waited for 
results. 
. am a 

As the Gevernment has been tolerant, 
slow moving. disinclined to meddle unduly 
with native life, so the Samoans have been 
flexible, discriminating, intelligent in their 
selections and rejections from the culture 
of the papalangi, “the sky bursters,” as the 
white men are called. They have learned to 
use matches and kerosene lamps without 
fergetting how to make fire with the fire 
plow and lamps cut of coceoanuts. They sew 
on sewing machines but have not forgotten 
how to make cloth from paper mulberry 
bark. They have learned to boil food in iron 
pots but have not abandoned their earth 
ovens, They have not lost their taste for 
octopus in acquiring a fondness for bully 
beef. which they call peasoupo. a term once 
applied to all canned goods, but not special- 
ized to mean bully beef. All things which 
are good are said, in Samoan siang, to be 
peasoupo. 

The Samoan is a formalist, preferring 
appearance to reality, manners to morals, 
form to content. Dearest to his heart is his 
fabric of complex social relations. of chiefs 
and talking chiefs who act as ambassadors 
and spokesmen of chiefs, of village convo- 
cations and forma! inter-village visiting. of 
stately speechmaking and meticulous ob- 
servance of etiquette. He is friendly to the 
new if he is given leisure to fit it into his 
own pattern of life. As one chief named 
his old dog, “a la Samoa” and his young 
dog “a la Papaiangi.” so Samoa is gradually 
adjusting her life to the demands of con- 
tact with white civilization. So long as the 
natives are permitted te select only those 
things which actually improve their own 
culture, encouraged te conserve their old 
ways cof life and guarded from economic 
exploitation, they will continue te present 
the pleasant spectacle of one primitive 
people whe have not been required to 
choose between the Lady and the Tiger.

While most shops bear French 
names, it is said a large number 
are financed by American capital. 
The perfumer has found America 
one of the most profitable of all 
countries for sale of his wares. 
Perfumes are not only designed for 
men and women, but children and 
babies as well. 

All the French sale subtleties are 
in evidence in the amazing number 
of shops along Madison, Park and 
Fifth avenues—the atomizers filled 
with free scents, the enticing and 
magnificent bottles and the mar- 
velous window displays. The prof- 
its are said to be enormous. 

Twenty years ago the perfume 
shop was unknown here. Perfume 
was purchased chiefly in drug and 
department stores. Today manu- 
facturers are renting the choice 
corners and bringing over famous 
decorators to outfit them in daz- 
zling splendor. 


There are places that “blend fra- 
grant inflections of your own per- 
sonality,’”’ and one silvered shrine 
boasts 200 Social Registerites who 
have odors prepared for them espe- 
cially at a cost of $40 an ounce. 
Three so-called smart periodicals 
derive the biggest revenue from 
perfume advertising. 


The “parfum yogue” is another 
released suppression following the 
war—like jazz.

He: the fun of gardening is 


the anticiPation of seeding 

something new in the garden, 
some new variety of vegetables, 
or some vegetable with which you 
have not previously been acquaint- 
ed. The catalogues have beguiling 
lists of new vegetables. Every 
vegetable now has a variety of 
types from which to select. 

Peas, tomatoes and sweet corn 
have led in new varieties in recent 
years. English breeders have sent 
over some exceptionally fine peas, 
some of which may pe adapted to 
our climate and some of which 
may not. These have been given 
severe tests and the new kinds of- 
fered have proved successful in 
American testing grounds. How- 
ever, as vegetables behave differ- 
ently in different sections, it is 
always safest to give a new variety 
a test season before depending 
upon it for the main crop and thus 
avoid disappointment. 

Tomatoes in early and _ iate, 
round and wrinkled, large and 
small, and in varying colors offer 
an attractive puzzle. The newer 
sweet corns will hardly displace the 
favorite Golden Bantam in popular 
esteem but it is an excellent plan 
to try some of the newer sorts, 
particularly those which are de- 
scendants of Golden Bantam and 
retain its yellow kernels and su- 
gary flavor. 

Beets, beans and radishes-. are 
fairly standardized. So are the 
lettuces. Gardeners know which 
will grow well in .their vicinities 
and which will-not. But each year 
there are new types to be tried and 
they may prove superior to the old 
standby so it is.an excellent plan 
to make a small planting, No one 
has yet secured a surehead lettuce 
but that may come. When it does 
arrive it is a novelty that every 
gardener will eagerly order. 

There are some excellent new cu- 
cumbers notable for the uniform- 
ity of their size and shape, a de- 
Sirable quality when making up a 
batch of pickles. Vegetable mar- 
rows are comparatively new to 
American tables. A few hills wit 
provide an excellent vegetable for 
late summer. They are picked 
while young and some of them re-

used to be a very common dis- 

ease, especially in sea ports in 
the days of sailing vessels, because 
sailors on long voyages would be 
compelled to eat salted meat and 
dried vegetables and preserved 
foods over sufficient periods of 
time that the lack of fresh foods 
woulc result in scurvy. Since the 
advent of steam the voyages are 
shorter and with methods of food 
preservation increased in effective- 
ness the chance for scurvy to de- 
velop on a sea woyage is almost 
nil. I: may develop in armies 
when inf desert countries—what 
the old French army  ~surgeons 
called “land scurvy.” Indeed the 
first description of it we have is 
that by Joinville, who told of the 
ravages of the disease in the sixth 
crusade led by Louis IX of France. 

Nowadays it develops almost en- 
‘irely under very unusual circum- 
stances. To understand these you 
must remember that scurvy is ex- 
clusively a food deficiency disease. 
It has been reported by Dr. Shat- 
tuck of Boston as occurring in 
people who live alone by them- 
selves and rather than do their 
own cooking or preparing fresh 
food they eat canned food, and 
seldom any fresh meat. 


It also has been reported as de- 
veloping in people who have fol- 
lowed the system of some  half- 
baked food faddist and who con- 
sequently have been living on a 
one-sided diet. 


We have a magnificent descrip- 
tion of scurvy in the words of one 
of the greatest physicians who ever 
lived, Thomas Sydenham, the En- 
glish physician who published his 
Medical Observations in 1676. This 
is how he puts down the symptoms 
of scurvy: 

“Weakness, independent of exer- 
tion,- heaviness of the body, short- 
ness. of breath, especially upon 
moving about, putrefaction of the 
gums, foul breath, frequent loss of 
blood from the nostrils, difficulty 
in walking. Legs sometimes swell, 
sometimes waste, with livid, lead- 
en-colored yellow or viol-colored 
spots. The face is generally of a 
sallow paleness.” 

Weakness and bleeding under the 
skin or in the gums or from the 
nose are the most frequent symp- 
toms. ' ,
